A. Presentation and Discussion, MTW Supplemental Plan. MTW Consultant Shara Jones of PH Strategies gave a
detailed presentation of the FY2022-2023 MTW Supplemental Plan, elaborating on the ten MTW Activities namely (1)
Alternative Utility Allowance, (2) Elimination of Utility Reimbursement, (3) Alternative Income Inclusions/ Exclusions, (4)
Payment Standards, (5) Alternative Reexamination Schedule for Households, (6) Self-Certification of Assets, (7) 1 acancy
Loss, (8) Other Landlord Incentives, (9) Pre-Qualifying Unit Inspections, and (10) Alternative Inspection. Chair Schildt
stated that they are working with Mosaic, the AHB consultant, on the FY 2024 AHB Strategic Plans and will add waivers
into the FY2024 MTW Supplemental Plan.

B. Awards of Project Based Vouchers. Presented by Ms. [haila Brown, a total of five applications were received by
December 9th 2022 extended deadline. A three person evaluation committee submitted their recommendation to the BHA
PBV” Adhoc Committee comprising of Chair Schildt and Comm. Kashahi. The BHA Board approved the awards of a total
of 69 Project Based 1 ouchers to the following projects:

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Development Corporation (CHDC) for the Ephesian 1egacy Court Project, upon satisfactory completion of all HUD
requirements and approvals, including subsidy layering and environmental reviews, passes.

o Moved and seconded by Comm. Thomas-Rodgrignez and V'ice Chair Levine, a motion in accordance with the
ADHoc Committee’s recommendation to approve allocation of 25 project based vonchers to Community Housing
Development Corporation (CHDC) for the St. Paul Terrace, 2024 Ashby Avenue Project, upon satisfactory
completion of all HUD requirements and approvals, including subsidy layering and environmental reviews, passes.

o Moved and seconded by Comm. Thomas-Rodgrignez; and V'ice Chair Levine, a motion in accordance with the
ADHoc Committee’s recommendation to approve allocation of 2 project based vouchers to Northern California Land
Trust (NCLT) (2321-2323 107 Street) Project, upon satisfactory completion of all HUD requirements and
approvals, including subsidy layering and environmental reviews, passes.

Applications of Satellite Affordable Honsing Associates (SAHA) and Bridge Housing Corporation were denied due to varied

reasons, however, the Board and ADHoc committee directed staff to consider another REP for project based vouchers wherein
both may re-apply.
